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Between the Lines 


UR editorial for this week was furnished us 
by the Chicayo Tribune of Sunday, October 
11. The article, written by Joseph Ator, is ad- 
dressed to readers very different from those who 


will read the following excerpt: 
FOREWORD 

America is on a gambling spree. Half of the 
adults in the United States are gambling. We're 
betting, at a conservative estimate, five billion dol- 
lars a year. What's behind it all? Have our national 
morals gone to pot? Reports on this widespread 
gambling industry have been gathered for The 
Tribune on an 11,000-mile, nine weeks tour of a 
score of American cities. From these facts it ap- 
pears that horse bets, legal and illegal, constitute 
more than two-thirds of the gambling dollars 
handled in the United States. Today's article deals 
with horse racing, which after years of lean pick- 
ing has bloomed as a sure-fire get-rich scheme for 
the operators. 

Looking for an investment? How about a 
business which can charge its customers ad- 
mission, just to come in-and shop around? 
Would you be interested in a company that 
in two years has earned 128 per cent on its 
original capital? Or one that paid for its 
plant three months after it opened? 

Honest, mister, we're not tiying to peddle 
any blue sky stock. We're talking about the 
race track business. Next to a 1932 Demo- 
cratic campaign contribution, a racing plant 
has proved about the surest fire investment 
a man could make during the last four or 
five years. 

Santa Anita track, outside Los Angeles, 
represented a $1,400,000 investment when it 
opened on Christmas Day, 1934. The follow- 
ing summer its stockholders got $500.000 of 
their capital back. This summer they got 
another $850,000 back. Additional profits, 
a large part of which were plowed back into 
the business, totaled $441,254 in the two sea- 
sons. 

Narragansett Park, at Providence, R. L., 
paid for itself the season it was opened. 
Last year it handled $29,790,404 in bets, sur- 
passing even the $25,251,933 which was: bet 
at Santa Anita. The gross profit on the 
betting alone, leaving aside income from ad- 
missions and concessions, was $2,150,000 at 
Narragansett. 

Then follow an explanation of betting methods 
and a discussion of race track wagering, con- 
sidered historically and geographically, and the 
conclusion: 


Now that you know all about race track 
betting, you're free to take $2 out of the 


grocery money and go pick yourself a horse. 

All you lack is a system for beating the 

ponies. That’s all the other 10,000,000 horse 

maniacs in the country lack, too. 

The mutuels never lose, and the bookies 
aren’t philanthropists. The gambling profits 
in the country are being made behind the 
betting windows, not in front of them. Would 
you like to get in on the gravy? 

We'll tell you how next week. 

The article published in the Tribune of October 
18 explained how to start a handbook in Chicago, 
“the biggest handbook betting town in the coun- 
try,” and gave names and addresses of political 
“fixers” and others. It stated that Chicago books 
are taking at least $2,000,000 a day in horse bets. 

To the readers of the Chicayo Tribune the 
article quoted will mean simply what it says. 
For the readers of THE BLOOD-HORSE the mean- 
ing is between the lines: The pendulum is swing- 
ing back. 

We do not mean to say that the article is the 
opening gun in a war on racing. The matter is 
not quite so simple as that. But we are quoting 
it as an example of the type of publicity which 
is now being applied to racing. The newspaper 
and magazine readers of tomorrow will find 
themselves fed with more and more of the same 
stuff. 

The trouble with most of the articles of this 
sort is that they are true. The take is too high, 
the profits are too great. The average man is 
paying too high a price for the privilege of bet- 
ting. There are too many race tracks. 

And unless there is reform of these faults, the 
cycle of toleration, acceptance, enthusiasm, ex- 
ploitation, disillusion, and destruction is as cer- 
tain as the cycle of the seasons. 

No one realizes the inevitability of the destruc- 
tive phase of this cycle better than a certain 
type of promoter who takes his profits while 
they come easily, who moves on to new fields 
when the old ones are exhausted, who literally 
destroys racing for his personal gain. He knows 
what the years will bring, and provides accord- 
ingly, by enriching himself. If only the 
legislators could see as far ahead they could 
prevent much resentment against racing by the 
simple expedient of making such exploitation im- 
possible. 
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A STUD FARM DIARY 


By NOTHING VENTURE 

CTOBER 8. Today we have been building a 

fence around a new paddock for a stallion. 
The paddock in question being much too large 
for one horse, we have divided it in half, with a 
stout double fence of creosoted lumber five feet 
high. Aided by a visiting fireman in the shape 
of the associate editor of this magazine, we 
weighed and measured the weanlings this after- 
noon, for the first time. Twenty-four were 
measured and the average height was 13 hands 
and an inch. In weights they varied from 440 
pounds to 620 pounds. These heights and 
weights are those of foals just eight days weaned 
and all but one foaled between March 1 and 
May 1. Two detached ramps afforded the means 
of access to and egress from the scale platform, 
which has a rail on each side so the foals will 
not slip off. Strips of old belting afford good 
foot-holds. In all the lot we did not have one 
that gave us any trouble getting on or off the 
scales. 


OCTOBER 9. This morning our visitors accom- 
panied us on our round of inspections, winding 
up at the training stable, where we watched the 
gallops of the yearlings. Thence we betook our- 
selves for a bit of racing, despite vile weather 
with intermittent showers and sticky humidity. 


OCTOBER 10. I went up to the stable this morn- 
ing, as our yearlings were slated for breezing 
today, but the heavy showers of last night had 
left the track in a condition that precluded all 
thought of any speed work at all. There is lots 
of time yet, however, for speed trials, though 
these are never overdone with us. As there was 
nothing going on there, we left early for the show 
of breeding stock that our local community has 
sponsored for the past four years. In the earlier 
years the quality of the draft and saddle stock 
was not much to brag about, but all that is 
changed now. Today we had no less than 75 
entries in the heavy classes and well over a score 
of light breeds, chiefly mares suitable to produce 
hunters and young stock of various ages. These 
local shows are the finest things to stimulate 
interest in better livestock of all breeds. 


OCTOBER 11. Had a very pleasant drive this 
morning in the roadcart with our stallion groom. 
Starting off at the lower end of the farm, we 
inspected mares, weanlings, pasturage, and 
fences, winding up at home after a good eight 
miles. The mares are doing splendidly on the 
good grazing with the big steers up at the upper 
farm and there is no indication of any feeding 
being needed for them. The weanlings are get- 
ting along all right, too, but it is about time for 
them to go into their single stalls and a few of 
them look as though a bit of worming might 
help them. This requirement will soon be at- 
tended to. Grazing is fair now, inasmuch as 
recent rains have dampened things after a record 
dry September whose burning winds scorched 
the grass lands badly. All the corn is cut and in 
the shock and the barley is in, with the winter 
wheat planting well under way, and soon the 
honking of the wild geese on their southward 
trek will be heard in the night. 


OCTOBER 12. It has been a good deal cooler 
today. The saddle horses feel good these cool 
mornings, and today one of our young riders 
had a fair walk home due to his mount getting

too fresh. The pony preceded her rider to the 
stable by some time. Days like this, one can 
really enjoy driving around on inspection with 
the horse and cart, and the old Major seems to 
have taken on new vigor since it got cooler.

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ENGLISH TURF TOPICS - 
Jockey Club Stakes 
LONDON, OCTOBER 4. 


UCH of the racing at Newmarket’s First 

October meeting last week was a long way 
below the standard that we are entitled to expect 
at Turf headquarters, but the Jockey Club Stakes 
and a couple of informative Cambridgeshire trials 
saved the week’s entertainment from the stigma 
of being styled ordinary. 

The Jockey Club Stakes is run over the last 
mile and three quarters of the Cesarewitch 
Course, and it was won in ready fashion by Lady 
Zia Wernher’s strapping colt Precipitation. He 
scored by two lengths from Boswell (gave 3 
pounds) with His Grace (received 9 pounds) 
three parts of a length away third, ’Appy (re- 
ceived 9 pounds) fourth, and Rondo (level) and 
the 4-year-old Fairbairn (gave 15 pounds) and 
Santorin (gave 6 pounds) behind. 

The result further complicates the already 
tangled skein of 3-year-old form, and on the face 
of things it seems clear that if Precipitation 
had not been a victim of the heel bug, and had 
been fit to take his chance at Doncaster, he must 
have won the St. Leger. A lucky man indeed is 
Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort to have such a useful 
second as Boswell in his stable. 

It was sheer stamina that enabled Precipita- 
tion to win last week’s race. It was a fair 
though not particularly fast gallop from the 
start, and two furlongs out His Grace and Boswell 
were disputing the lead. As they met the hill to 
the winning post, Precipitation pulled past them 
with devouring strides, to win in the style of a 
real good colt. It is the owner’s intention to 
have Precipitation trained for next year’s Ascot 
Gold Cup, and if William Woodward has Boswell 
and Omaha prepared for the same race, and 
Quashed and Fearless Fox also throw down the 
gauntlet, the Coronation year celebration for the 
coveted trophy at the royal meeting will be a 
race to remember. Incidentally, I should mention 
that the value of the 1937 Gold Cup has been 
increased. The amount added from the race-fund 
for the winner and placed horses is to be in- 
creased by £2,250, and will be as follows: For 
the winner, a cup, value £500, and cash £5,000; 
for the second, £1,500; and for the third, £750. 
The winner will receive, in addition, the whole 
of the sweepstakes of £100 each, half forfeit. 
Last June the sweepstakes amounted to £2,300. 
If this figure is reached next year, the value of 
the race to the winner will be £7,800, and the 
whole prize money will exceed £10,000. 

Precipitation is a grandly made, rangy colt, 
a good chestnut color, and is by Hurry On out 
of that sterling race mare, Double Life, winner 
of the Chesterfield Cup, Duke of York Handicap, 
and Cambridgeshire in 1929. By a strange co- 
incidence, Double Life and Precipitation “com- 
menced their distinguished 3-year-old careers by 
being disqualified for swerving after easily win- 
ning their respective races. 

In his early days at the stud, Hurry On car- 
ried all before him, the Derby winners Captain 
Cuttle, Coronach, and Call Boy being among his 
get. Many of his best produce were from Bache- 
lor’s Double mares, and it was this knowledge 
that prompted Sir Harold and Lady Zia Wernher 
to send Double Life to him. The late Lord Wool- 
avington’s old horse (which was put under only 
a few months ago) was then 19 years old, and 
most of the experts tried to dissuade Lady 


- - - By The Briton 
Wernher from sending such a promising young 
mare as Double Life to the old fellow. Luckily, 
she was not deterred, and in practically his last 
season at stud, old Hurry On begot one of his 
best sons. 

Like many other good horses, Precipitation 
is something of a sluggard, but when he is 
thoroughly roused, it is amazing how he covers 
the ground. Galloping courses like Newmarket 
and Ascot are ideally suited to such a fine big 
colt. Some months ago there was a persistent 
rumor at headquarters that he was affected in 
his wind, but happily this report was entirely 
without foundation.

Foray 
W°* did not see the anticipated clash between 
the season’s juvenile champions, Lord 


Astor’s Early School and Marshall Field’s Foray 
in the Buckenham (Post Produce) Stakes (five 
furlongs). Early School is in reserve for some- 
thing easier at the York meeting, and the only 
opponent for Foray was the Aga Khan’s filly, 
Mir Zadeh, a daughter of Solario out of Mira- 
wala. Odds of 100 to 6 were laid on Foray, and 
he simply cantered away from his solitary rival. 
The son of Tetratema now goes into winter quar- 
ters, the winner of six races of the aggregate 
value of 7,850 sovereigns (about $39,250), the 
best record of any juvenile of the year. Although 
described as a grey, Foray is more nearly black, 
and his chief distinguishing mark is the white 
“plume” at the end of his tail. This plume, 
hardly noticeable in his early racing days, is 
growing more and more pronounced. He is a 
thoroughly good colt, all use, and a real work- 
man. He may well win next year’s Two Thou- 
sand Guineas, though I do not believe that he 
will ever stay more than a mile.

Montrose, Lover's Path 


ROM Newmarket we went to Kempton Park 
for the Saturday fixture, and there we saw 
one of Hurry On’s grandsons, the 6-year-old 
Montrose, win the Duke of York Handicap (114 
miles) under top weight. Montrose is a dapper 
horse, with nothing like the range of most of 
his line. He is a bright chestnut son of Coron- 
ach and the stock of the 1926 Derby winner had 
a further fillip when the mare Corrida won the 
Prix de l’Are de Triomphe at Longchamp the 
following day. We were not represented at this 
Paris race, and Corrida did not beat much. 
The Imperial Produce Stakes at Kempton 
Park, a six-furlong affair of the value of 4,229 
sovereigns, did not attract such a distinguished 
field as usual. The winner was Robin McAlpine’s 
filly Lover’s Path, a daughter of Fairway, which 
gave weight and a clever beating to the better 
backed colts, Ali Pasha and Ruby Tiger. Al- 
though Lover’s Path is unquestionably useful, 
she is rated many pounds inferior to her stable 
companion, Diplomat, a colt which earlier in the 
week had enhanced his reputation with a ready 
victory under a big weight in the Newmarket 
Produce Stakes (five furlongs).

New England Futurity 
new Narragansett Park’s publicity factory 

practically concedes the inaugural of the 
$55,000 New England Futurity, a week from 
Wednesday, to Jerry Louchheim’s Pompoon. His 
opposition will be weak by comparison with that 
he handled in the Belmont Futurity, to all indi- 
cations. Yet the O'Hara publicity staff is pleased 
to term its Futurity a championship race. It 
could much better be called something of a test 
of Pompoon’'s stamina. He already is generally 
conceded the 2-year-old crown. Although the 
records show that no Belmont Futurity winner 
has won a Kentucky Derby, indeed that Pom- 
peon’s sire, Pompey, and another of his sons, 
Ladysman, failed in the Louisville race, Pompoon 
will be the future book choice for Matt Winn’s 
spectacle if he adds the New England Futurity 
to his score. That probably would make him the 
leading money winner of the year and boost his 
record to seven wins in eight starts. He was 
impressive in the Futurity here, overcoming 
trouble and winning off under top weight in 
record time. In his favor for the future are his 
apparent soundness and clean, long legs. He 
has a lot of daylight under him, however, and 
must do a lot of filling out to come through 
at three. His stride is that of a stayer and he 
seems to be changing from a fast beginner to 
one which really runs in the last quarter. There 
was no kiyi in him when he shouldered his way 
through in the Futurity.

The General Opinion 


RIOR to the Futurity, Old Rosebud asked a 

veteran clocker for his selection. He said, 
“Pompoon—the more I see of the rest of ‘em 
the better I like him.’”’ That seems still to be a 
popular opinion. Without wishing to take any- 
thing away from them, it must be admitted 
that Maedic, Bottle Cap, and War Admiral, three 
which had been ranked high, have lost caste 
somewhat since the Futurity. Mud, a shift of 
a few pounds, and the addition of blinkers made 
Bottle Cap beat War Admiral in the Richard 
Johnson as handily as War Admiral had beaten 
him in the Eastern Shore. Maedic, soundly licked 
in the Eastern Shore, came to Long Island to 
be beaten by lesser horses in the Remsen, where 
he couldn’t close an inch after being in slight 
trouble immediately after the start. 


Australian’ Gate 

O proposed change in racing has brought 

quite so much controversy as the Australian 
barrier. Those who prefer the stalls point out 
that horses will be kicked while at the barrier 
and starts are apt to be straggling. And those 
who like the barrier point back at them that 
walk-up starts will be made possible through its 
use and that there can be no beating the gate. 
The Australian barrier is a machine that will 
at least give added color to the sport, whereas 
the stalls add a note of the mechanical, some- 
thing that already has gone too far to suit 
many patrons. Old Rosebud feels sure the starts 
in New York cannot be worse for the use of the 
barrier. It will be impossible for anyone to say 
definitely whether or not the six-strand heavy

rope affair will be acceptable until after it has 
been tried at Hialeah Park this winter. If it 
passes the test there in those jammed fields for 
2-year-old races, it certainly should receive the 
stamp of approval. 


Twenty Grand’s Sister 


ONUS, the dam of Twenty Grand, has been 

consistently bred back to *St. Germans in 
the hope of getting a colt--perhaps a colt like 
the Grand—and as consistently the daughter of 
*All Gold has produced fillies. However, the 
splendid old mare need make no apologies for 
Allowance, her 2-year-old sister to Twenty Grand 
this year. Allowance should soon become a win- 
ner, judging from her corking second to so good 
a filly as Drawbridge on the occasion of her 
third trip to the post, at Jamaica last week. She 
is a candidate for the mile Selima and may earn 
for herself a place in that field. At Jamaica, she 
came charging along in the stretch in much the 
same stirring fashion as her illustrious brother. 


A Fall Horse 


OUNT ARTHUR is one of the best fall horses 

in some seasons. Last year he first flashed 
good form when winning the Saratoga Cup, then 
went on to take the Manhattan Handicap, finish- 
ing second in the Lawrence Realization and 
Potomac, and earning a division of the spoils in 
several other stakes. When the leaves began 
to turn this year, Mrs. John D. Hertz’s home- 
bred once more got good, going under to Action 
by just a nose in the Manhattan Handicap and 
winning the Jockey Club Gold Cup. Count 
Arthur is the best performer to carry the Hertz 
canary and black since his sire, Reigh Count, and 
the filly Anita Peabody. Reigh Count has yet 
to sire a championship performer, but his get are 
winning right along and they seem to be hardy, 
improving horses. It is far from too late for 
the winner of the 1928 Kentucky Derby to beget 
a top horse. Rudie, which races for William 
Gallagher, is about the most precocious 2-year- 
old the son of *Sunreigh has sent to the races 
and he is accounted just about the best of that 
division now racing in New England.

ROCKINGHAM PARK 


ONE too soon, considering the weather, 

Rockingham Park’s 22-day meeting closes 
on Thursday, October 22. During the week which 
ended October 17, chill weather followed by 
drenching rains held down attendance, cut entries 
sharply. On Columbus Day, when conditions were 
excellent, a crowd of about 25,000 was out, but 
‘attendance slumped to about 4,000 on the fol- 
lowing day, and the thermometer and the pari- 
mutuel turnover dropped together. Conditions 
gradually grew better through the week, but on 
the final Saturday came the worst racing day of 
the meeting, and only about 7,500 persons were 
out. The turnover ranged from $135,841 on 
Tuesday to $248,851 on Saturday. This is prob- 
ably enough to make the meeting a sound one, 
as no heavily endowed stakes are offered, but 
Rockingham Park will be able to show none of 
the heavy profits which have come to be associ- 
ated with New England tracks. The handle for 
the meeting will probably average about $225,000 
daily. 

The most valuable stakes of the meeting will 
be offered on closing day. This is the Benning- 
ton Handicap, with $5,000 added, for 3-year-olds 
and up, and Accolade, Gallant Gay, Howard, 
Tugboat Frank, and Sun Archer are among the 
expected starters. On October 23 New England 
racing enters on its closing phase for the year, 
when Narragansett Park opens its third meeting, 
a 17-day affair which will close on November 11. 


LADY DAY SURPRISES PEOPLE 

The field of seven which raced for the first 
running of the $1,000 added Columbus Day Han- 
dicap, first stakes race of the year in which 2- 
year-olds were asked to go a mile, included Lone 
Star Stable’s Jewell Dorsett (124), Oaktree 
Stable’s Lady Bewithus (117), and five selling 
platers. The winner was Thomas F. Swords’ 
Lady Day (100), one of the platers, and the ex- 
treme outsider in the betting, paying $36.60 for 
$2 straight. Ridden by young W. (Tobe) Leisch- 
man, she waited behind the pace, made by Lady 
Bewithus and W. H. Gallagher’s Say When (100), 
went to the front in the home stretch, and won 
by half a length from Say When. Lady Bewith- 
us was a length and a half back in third place, 
with Jewell Dorsett fourth, ahead of Khay (100), 
Lamb’s Wool (103), and Grey Shot (103). Time, 
22336, :4735, 1:18, 1:4134, track fast.

KENTUCKY 


KEENELAND OPENS 


EENELAND, the Blue Grass country’s splen- 

did gesture toward returning racing to its 
old traditions of sportsmanship, opened Thurs- 
day, October 15, with all the benedictions of 
nature. The weather was fair and warm, the 
track fast. Approximately 8,000 were in the 
crowd which saw the first field, led by Joe Moran 
on his pony with the coach dog spotting, parade 
to the post. In about seven minutes from the 
time they reached the track the horses were at 
the starting gate at the head of the backstretch— 
exactly on time, at 2 p. m. In a minute and a 
half Starter William Hamilton had them on their 
way for a six-furlong dash. One minute and 121; 
seconds later John Hay Whitney’s Royal Rai- 
ment, ridden by Johnny Gilbert, trained by J. 
W. Healy, scored a four-length victory in Keene- 
land’s first race. Behind the daughter of *Royal 
Minstrel and Brocade were seven other 2-year- 
old fillies. Two other Whitney victories were to 
mark the afternoon. C. V. Whitney’s Peplum, 
ridden by Raymond Workman, won the second 
race, and Greentree Stable’s Tattered took the 
fourth. 

The second day of the meeting found nature’s 
benedictions all retracted, the weather being 
rainy and cold. For the first Saturday there was 
more rain, but it had stopped by noon. The 
weather cleared Sunday, and thus far this week 
conditions have been very good. 


The track at Keeneland has been widely praised 
as one of the best in the country. The first day 
it was raced over Myrtlewood ran six furlongs 
in 1:104;, going easily. Despite the soaking rains 
of Friday and Saturday the footing remained 
quite firm. Myrtlewood became the heroine of 
the meeting by winning the Keen Handicap the 
first day and capturing the Ashland Stakes two 
days later. She was to have made her final ap- 
pearance in the Ashland Stakes, but arrange- 
ments were completed Tuesday of this week for 


her to compete against Miss Merriment in a 
special race on the closing day. 


Keeneland’s crowd reacted to the new totaliza- 
tor in the same manner as crowds at other tracks 
have done. They waited until the horses were on 
the track to put down their wagers. And since 
the horses at Keeneland are on the track no 
more than 10 minutes before they reach the post, 
the greater portion of the betting was done in 
the last six or seven minutes before each start. 
But Hal Price Headley, president of Keeneland, 
has shown no disposition to lengthen the post 
parade for the benefit of the tote. Wagering has 
not been large. It was $74,639 on opening day, 
$35,661 on Friday, $71,039 on Saturday, $50,352 
on Monday, $231,691 for the four days. Attend- 
ance, however, has been good, and since it repre- 
sents almost 100 per cent paid attendance, it has 
added a considerable amount to the association’s 
income. President Headley stated Monday of this 
week that he anticipated a profit on the meeting. 

The club house at Keeneland, unique and beau- 
tifully decorated, has already become a new 
social center. Joseph Wolken, of Chicago, the 
Keeneland caterer, has found himself swamped 
with reservations and customers. 

Most unique feature of the Keeneland racing 
program is the Experimental Handicap, in which 
the same horses are to run two races on two 
different days, at the same distance and with the 
same weights and jockeys. The first running of 
the double-barreled six-furlong test was _ held 
Monday, October 19. C. V. Whitney’s Roust- 
about (114), ridden by Workman, won on a 
muddy track, followed in order by Threadneedle 
(3-y-0, 109), Indomitable (3-y-o, 110), Black 
Buddy (118), Fraidy Cat (109), and Billbo (3-y-o, 
110). The second running is set for the closing 
day, October 24. 


MYRTLEWOOD’S CURTAIN-CALLS 


Two stakes races marked the first three days 
of the Keeneland meeting, and Brownell Combs’ 
Myrtlewood won both of them. They were the 
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last public appearances of the splendid daughter 
of Blue Larkspur. She now retires from racing 
with six successive stakes victories as the final 
chapter in her brilliant career. 


For the Keen Handicap ($2,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, six furlongs), run the opening day, 
October 15, Myrtlewood had been assigned 128 
pounds by Handicapper Charles J. McLennan. 
Though she failed to settle into her stride as 
quickly as the others, she gained the lead in 
short order and rounded the wide turn with a two- 
length lead. She was running easily, and Jockey 
George South eased her slightly in the last fur- 
long. This gesture of confidence allowed How- 
ard Oots’ Marica (3-y-o. 101), a fast daughter 
of *Epinard, to come within three-quarters of a 
length of catching her at the finish. Two lengths 
behind Marica was John Hay Whitney’s Glee- 
man (3-y-o, 112), which was three parts of a 
length ahead of Hal Price Headley’s Fraidy Cat 
(110). Shady Brook Farm Stable’s (Theodore 
Muiler’s) Visigoth (113) was last, three lengths 
farther back. Time, :2235, :4615, 1:1045. Stakes 
division, $1,780, $400, $200, $100. 


The following day it rained, and on Saturday 
morning, October 17, it was still raining. Myrtle- 
wood had never started on a muddy track. Mr. 
Combs was undecided whether to run the filly 
as he had planned, but finally, torn between loy- 
alty to Myrtlewood and loyalty to Keeneland, 
decided that “nothing would happen to her that 
a bath wouldn’t cure,” and let her go to the post. 
For the Ashland Stakes ($2,500 added, fillies and 
mares, 3-year-olds and up, 11-16 miles) she car- 
ried 126 pounds and only two others opposed her, 
Hal Price Headley’s Sparta (3-y-o, 11114) and 
H. G. Shoemaker’s Wise Bessa (110). Marica 
and Aha, entered overnight, were scratched. The 
start was made at the finish line in front of the 
grandstand, as the track is a mile and a sixteenth 
in circumference. Myrtlewood, again ridden by 
South, went to the lead at once, taking the muddy 
going very confidently. In a quarter-mile she 
was four lengths ahead; in a half-mile, six 
lengths; at the end of six furlongs, eight lengths; 
at the finish, 12 lengths, and easing up. Sparta 


followed in second place all the way, finishing 
four lengths ahead of Wise Bessa. Mr. Combs 
went down to receive the trophy, a silver platter 
given by the Thoroughbred Club of America and 
presented by Thomas Piatt, president of that or- 
ganization. In each of her Keeneland races 
Myrtlewood paid exactly 1 to 2. Time, :24, 
24735, 1:13145, 1:4115, 1:4845, track muddy. 
Stakes division, $2,000, $500, $250.

Myrtlewood goes into the stud with the dis- 
tinction of being one of the fastest fillies of re- 
cent years. If one wished to maintain her right 
to be called the fastest of them all, he would find 
evidence to support his contention. In her lim- 
ited career she broke three track records, equaled 
another. She broke a long-standing American 
record by running six furlongs in 1:09% at Ar- 
lington Park last year, and three weeks later was 
beaten a nose by Clang in 1:09'5, a new world’s 
record, at Coney Island. Her two races at Keene- 
land will probably stand as track records at the 
end of the meeting.

THE CAMDEN DINNER 


In the fall of 1932 the newly organized Thor- 
oughbred Club of America gave a testimonial 
dinner at Lexington in honor of Col. Edward 
Riley Bradley, for many years one of the leading 
figures in racing. Such a success was the occa- 
sion that the dinner became an annual custom, 
and in the three succeeding years the club hon- 
ored Joseph E. Widener, Desha Breckinridge, and 
William Woodward. This year, for the fifth an- 
nual dinner, Johnson Newlon Camden, former 
United States Senator from Kentucky, and a 
breeder and owner of Thoroughbreds for 44 years, 
will be the guest of honor. 

According to announcement made by Frank B. 
Jones, head pf the committee which has been 
making arrangements for the affair, the attend- 
ance for the dinner, to be held Thursday evening, 
October 22, at the Phoenix Hotel, Lexington, will 
be limited to 350 persons. Indications at the be- 
ginning of this week were that the demand for 
places would exceed that limit. 

Senator Camden will be introduced by William 
Woodward, who was honored last year. Like pre- 
vious guests of honor, he is expected to deliver 
an address in which he will comment on affairs 
of the Turf. Whatever comment he makes will 
come out of a rich experience. He owned for 
years one of the great stud farms of America. 
He had one of the most powerful stables in the 
country. He has served repeatedly on the Ken- 
tucky State Racing Commission, of which he is 
the present chairman. He was president of the 


old Kentucky Association, and is prominent in 
the councils of the American Turf Association. 
He has been a member of The Jockey Club a 
dozen years. In 1931, because of the pinch of 
depression, he sold out the splendid collection of 
bloodstock at Hartland Farm, in Woodford Coun- 
ty, Kentucky, but at his new home, the famous 
Runnymede, in Bourbon County, he is still breed- 
ing Thoroughbreds. Adversity, in the form of 
fire, sickness, lightning, and depression, has beset 
the Camden stable, but no man in racing has 
shown a more enduring affection for the Thor- 
oughbred. 


MISS MERRIMENT AND MYRTLEWOOD 


It was announced last week that Myrtlewood’s 
start in the Ashland Stakes on October 17 would 
be her last. It was announced also that Miss 
Merriment’s start in the New Rochelle Handicap 
at Empire City October 19 would be her last. 
Both of the brilliant mares were to be unwound, 
retired to stud. 

It was announced October 20, just as THE 
BLOOD-HORSE was going to press, that both 
Myrtlewood and Miss Merriment would have one 
more race before retirement. J. H. Whitney, who 
had purchased Miss Merriment from Victor 
Emanuel, and Brownell Combs, owner of Myrtle- 
wood, agreed on a match race to be run at Keene- 
land on October 24, at six furlongs, cach to carry 
118 pounds. Unlike the two special races in 
which Myrtlewood and Clang met last year, no 
purse will be offered, and the only prize for 
victory will be a trophy donated by the Keene- 
land Association. Officials of the Lexington track 
said: “We are deeply grateful for the sentiment 
which prompts such a race, and feel by its being 
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run at Keeneland’s first meeting that it will for- 
ever be the guiding ideal of the association.” 

Miss Merriment, campaigned chiefly in the 
East, has started 71 times, won 28 races, finished 
second 21 times, third nine times, unplaced 13 
times, earned $42,240. Myrtlewood, raced at 
Chicago, Detroit, Ohio, and Kentucky tracks, has 
started 21 times, won 14 races, finished second 
four times, third twice, unplaced once, earned 
$40,620. Last year she established a world record 
for six furlongs, lost by a nose to Clang at 
Coney Island when the record was lowered to 
1:091;. Miss Merriment, a 5-year-old mare, is by 
High Time—Nobility, by *Nassovian. Myrtle- 
wood, 4 years old, is by Blue Larkspur—Frizeur, 
by *Sweeper. Both were foaled in Fayette 
county, 10 miles from Lexington. 


CALIFORNIA 


TANFORAN OPENS 

AJOR racing in California for the 1936-1937 

season began October 8 at Tanforan, with 
good weather and good attendance. Wagering, 
judging from that of the first five days, will 
average somewhat above $100,000 daily, may go 
even higher if the meeting gains support as it 
goes on, as California tracks frequently do. The 
meeting, consequently, will be as good as, if not 
better than, last fall’s successful venture. 

Eastern horses, busy on a half-dozen fronts, 

have not reached the coast yet, probably will 
not arrive in any great number until Santa Anita 
Park’s opening. Horses at Tanforan, plentiful 
enough, are recruited from those which raced at 
Longacres or at Vancouver tracks, and a few 
which have been campaigning at California fairs. 
Earl H. Beezley, trainer for the racing partner- 
ship of Hynes and Beezley, which almost domi- 
nated the Longacres meeting, is apparently in 
form at Tanforan. After a series of tantalizing 
seconds and thirds during the first four days, 
Trainer Beezley saddled three winners on October 
14, one of them (R. D. Powers) sent out with a 
temperature of 101 against the advice of a 
veterinarian. 


PRIMULUS WINS AT TANFORAN 


The Yerba Buena Handicap ($2,500 added, all 
ages, 1 1-16 miles), run October 10 at Tanforan, 
drew only four horses, of which the favorite was 
Hynes and Beezley’s Blue Boot (3-y-o, 110), 
which had made a startling rush to nip Frank 
Smith’s Primulus in the Longacres Mile last 
August. Primulus (3-y-o, 109) got revenge in 
the Yerba Buena, for Jockey Chojnacki took her 
to the front on the first turn and Primulus, run- 
ning easily with a slight lead, ee her

NEW TRACK AT OAKLAND 


Rumors of new tracks in Los Angeles are 
common; rumors of new tracks in the San Fran- 
cisco section are comparative novelties, both 
because there are already two tracks there, and 


. because they produce no such golden harvest 


as Santa Anita. In early October, plans for a 
$1,500,000 track for the East Bay section of San 
Francisco, in the words of a California reporter, 
“became a practical certainty.” 


R. C. Schwerin, of San Francisco, headed a 
syndicate which had taken an option, on October 
10, of a 200-acre tract, had tentatively decided on 
the name of Elmhurst for the proposed oval, had 
mentioned a purse minimum of $800, and two 
stakes of $50,000 each, had estimated a daily 
pari-mutuel turnover of $200,000 daily. The Cali- 
fornia Horse Racing Board had not been given 
official notification. The board has refused per- 
mits to several other organizations which pro- 
posed to build additional tracks in California. 

The new track, apparently, does not intend to 
compete with Santa Anita in the matter of dates, 
but will attempt to fit in with the present 
schedule. If this proves true, the only available 
dates will come during the summer or very 
early fall. 


ILLINOIS 


SPORTSMAN’S PARK 

AST spring, after Illinois racing dates had 

been set, operators of Sportsman’s Park, 
half-mile oval, protested vigorously against the 
18-day allotment it received. When the Illinois 
Racing Commission refused to alter the dates, 
Sportsman's Park officials took the matter to 
court, were told brusquely that racing had better 
settle its own disputes. Principal contention for 
a longer season was that crowds and pari-mutuel 
play at the Cicero track were large enough to 
justify it, but the commission countered with the 
fact that the track offered the smallest purses 
of any Chicago track. After one successful week 
closing on October 17 (minimum purses $600, 
chief feature, $1,200), there are reports that 
Sportsman’s Park will demand, in 1937, an in- 
crease in racing days.

JAMAICA CLOSES 


ACING in New York moved, on October 19, 

to Empire City, where a 12-day meeting, clos- 
ing October 31, ends the 1936 season of 172 rac- 
ing days. Jamaica, which opened the season with 
a 22-day venture in the spring, closed its 12-day 
fall meeting on October 17, with a good and well 
attended program marred only by cloudy weather 
and a sloppy track. Like the New York meet- 
ings which went before it this year, Jamaica’s 
meeting was a very successful one, and New York 
racing generally will show a considerable im- 
provement this year over the 1935 season, itself 
very much of a success. 


Jamaica’s closing day offered a seven-race pro- 
gram, topped by the Continental Handicap, re- 
ported elsewhere in this issue. With the excep- 
tion of the first and the last race, it was a non- 
claiming program, the best of the supporting at- 
traction being a one mile and 70 yard allowance 
event for 2-year-olds. The winner of this was 
Merry Maker, a son of Cynic, owned by M. Shea. 
Night Bud, the odds-on choice, was beaten back 
to third. 

Empire City’s program opened with the New 
Rochelle Handicap as a first-day feature, the win- 
ner turning up in John Simonetti’s Sgt. Byrne.

JESTING WINS EASILY 


Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ Jesting was a beaten 
favorite in the Belgrade Claiming Stakes at 
Jamaica Saturday, October 10, but so good was 
the previous record of the 6-year-old mare that, 
when she was saddled for the sixth running of 
the Long Island Claiming Stakes ($2,500 added, 
3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles) the following 
Monday, October 12, she was backed down to 
odds of 1 to 2. This time, with I. Anderson in 
the saddle and carrying 107 pounds, she took the 
lead from D. Bentham’s Abner (110) after a 
half-mile and went on to win as she pleased, 
beating Buckley M. Byers’ Thorson (112) by two 
lengths, with M. Sokol’s Whizzaway (110), 
Abner, and Quel Jeu (110), following at almost 
equal intervals.

Jesting had won no previous stakes race, but 
she has compiled a splendid record during her 
five busy seasons on the race course. She has 
started 108 times, never fewer than 14 times a 
season. She has won from three to 14 races a 
year, 35 in all (including a dead heat). She has 
finished second 20 times, and third 20 times, and 
has earned $30,212. Foaled April 25, 1930, at the

Belshazzar, win- 
ner of the first race, gave Trainer Jacobs winner 
No. 147, and Night Sprite in the third race, Ap- 
prentice in the seventh, raised his total to 149.

MISS MERRIMENT BEATEN 


Victor Emanuel’s popular mare, Miss Merri- 
ment (126), was an §8-to-5 favorite for the 
fifteenth running of the Interborough Handiacp 
($4,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, six furlongs) 
at Jamaica October 12. Of the group of capable 
racers which opposed her, Mrs. Marian Cassidy’s 
Bill Farnsworth (3-y-0, 114) was second choice 
at 7 to 2. Miss Merriment, as usual, delayed the 
start badly, and was at length sent to the out- 
side. Starter George Cassidy went to some pains 
to see that she was placed well back of the 
others so that she would not have an advantage 
at the start. However, she was in motion when 
the signal came, and soon was leading the field. 
As soon as she was clear, Raymond Workman 
took her to the rail to save ground, and drew 
away still farther. She turned into the stretch 
with a three-length lead, followed by Mower 
(3-y-0, 118) and The Fighter (3-y-o, 119), run- 
ning head and head. A length farther back on 
the outside was Bill Farnsworth, with Jimmy 
Stout driving hard. Mower dropped back, Miss 
Merriment shortened stride slightly, and Bill 
Farnsworth caught her in the final strides to 
win by a head. Three lengths back was The 
Fighter, owned by Milky Way Farm Stable. 
The other three, Sgt. Byrne (116), Emileo 
(3-y-0, 117), and Mower, finished heads apart, 
two lengths behind The Fighter. Emileo’s race 
had been spoiled at the start, when he was 
knocked back badly.

50 yards from the finish, led by a length when he 
passed the judges.

DEATH UNDER COLORS 

At Empire City on October 19, George D. Wide- 
ner’s Sation joined the company of sturdy little 
Black Gold, unbeaten Chase Me, distance-running 
Dark Secret, and other brilliant performers which 
have gone down under silks, breaking up in full 
stride. This was in the New Rochelle Handicap 
($3,500 added, all ages, 5% furlongs) which, as 
Empire City’s 7,000 patrons discovered when they 
turned their eyes down the stretch from the 
crippled champion, had been won by John Si- 
monetti’s Sgt. Byrne (114), which had dropped 
his head to catch Victor Emanuel’s Miss Merri- 
ment (124) in the last stride. 

Sation had come to the races first at three, 


having bucked his shins so repeatedly at two that 
he was not started. He won the Hollis Claiming 
and Swift Stakes, five other races, was out of 
the money but twice. Then for two years he was 
never unplaced. At four he won Labor Day Han- 
dicap at Rockingham Park, the Capital Handicap 
and Laurel Stakes at Laurel Park, the Baltimore 
Handicap at Pimlico. At five, now recognized 
as the leader of the sprinting division, he carried 
burdens ranging from 133 to 140 pounds to win 
Interborough, Fall Highweight, Capital, and Col. 
A. J. Pierce Speed Handicaps. What was per- 
haps his outstanding performance came in the 
Fall Highweight, when he took up 140 pounds to 
turn back such clever sprinters as Miss Merri- 
ment (121), Whopper (117), and Cycle (111) in 
the blazing time of 1:1015. This year, in his first 
start, he smashed out a 1:1045 victory in the 
Jamaica Handicap over King Saxon, Psychic Bid, 


Miss Merriment, and others. 


Thereafter Sation’s star was definitely declin- 
ing. He won one other race, with the fleet Miss 
Merriment again behind him, ran creditable sec- 
onds and thirds under high weight until his last 
three starts before the New Rochelle. In those 
three he was run out of the money, though his 
weight assignments were falling steadily, and it 
seemed evident that the great sprinter was well 
past his peak. Yet despite this series of reverses, 
Sation had built up so brilliant a reputation that 
he faced his last barrier with top weight of 128 
pounds up. That the backing of bettors is lost 
more quickly than the regard of racing secre- 
taries was evinced, however, by the fact that he 
was third choice in the betting. 


Townsend B. Martin’s Stubbs (3-y-o0, 105) 
dashed away in the lead, with Miss Merriment 
busily making his pace too hot. Charles S. How- 
ard’s Exhibit (110) was third, Sgt. Byrne fourth, 
Sation last. There was no change in position for 
a half-mile. Then Stubbs suddenly had enough. 
Miss Merriment shot into the lead, Sgt. Byrne 
raced up past Exhibit to challenge the High Time 
mare, and Sation, under Jockey Wayne Wright’s 
whip, began moving up steadily on the outside. 
Just past the eighth pole he apparently stepped 
in a very soft spot on a track that was otherwise 
fast. His right fore leg snapped, and the field 
whirled away from him. A track ambulance was 
rushed out, but efforts to lift him into it failed. 
A few moments later a bullet ended the career 
of the great Galetian gelding. 


When the crowd looked back to the result 
board, they found that Sgt. Byrne’s closing rush 
had brought him past the finish line a head in 
front of Miss Merriment, that Exhibit had come 
on gamely to vanquish the tiring Stubbs by the 
same margin for third place, though they were 
four lengths behind the leader. Somewhat over- 
shadowed by the accident to Sation, Sgt. Byrne 
had turned in a fine performance, had failed by 
but two-fifths of a second to equal Wise Coun- 
sellor’s track record. Time, :23, :464, 1:08%, 
track fast. Stakes division, $3,175, $700, $300, 
$150. 


Sgt. Byrne, himself a capable performer for 
four seasons, has started 47 times, won 18 races, 
finished second four times, third five times, 
earned $26,225. At two he won East View Stakes, 
Remsen Handicap, International Speed Test Spe- 
cial Sweepstakes. At three he won the Paumo- 
nok Handicap, and at four the John Hancock Han- 
dicap. The New Rochelle was his first stakes vic- 
tory this year. He was foaled, on May 13, 1931, 
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at A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky., 
and went for $500 at the Saratoga yearling sales 
of 1932. He was the first racing venture of John 
Simonetti, a Long Island restaurant owner, and 
was named for a Jamaica police sergeant. His 
dam, Heloise, has produced four other foals of 
racing age. Most prominent was Tintagel, win- 
ner of the Futurity and five other races last year, 
but two others, Malimou and Villon, are also win- 
ners. (Tintagel, the superstitious may note, was 
also foaled on the thirteenth of April, 1933.) 
Heloise was sister to Flat Iron (21 wins, includ- 
ing three stakes) and Emotion, winner of the 
Test Stakes and dam of High Strung (Futurity,

EPSOM DOWNS 


LMOST the only track to have clear weather 

and a dry track last week-end was Houston's 
Epsom Downs, where 21 days of a 27-day meet- 
ing were completed October 17. Good-sized fields 
whirled over the 5'%-furlong dash which seems 
to be the favorite distance at the Texas oval, 
smaller fields attempted the few races at a mile 
or over. Aside from the Epsom Downs Handicap, 
reported below, the only non-claiming event 
Saturday was a sprint for 3-year-olds and up, 
for a $600 purse, under overnight handicap con- 
ditions. The favored Creech entry of Reaping 
and Sound Advice went under to S. Watson's 
Ste. Louise, a 3-year-old daughter of St. Henry, 
bred by Audley Farm. Racing was formful 
enough, with four favorites winning from the 
eight- race cards, and there were no very sur- 
prising upsets. Only odds-on choice of the day 
was the veteran Noctural gelding, Leros, which 
won off by himself in the first race. W. Cornay, 
who had the mount, had two other winners dur- 
ing the afternoon. 


At Arlington Downs, next of the Texas tracks 
to open, plans were being made for a banner 
meeting. On October 18 the track offered what 
it called an “open house,” to permit racing 
patrons an advance look at the plant, a chance 
for inexpensive education regarding the new 
totalizator, a de luxe model, according to of- 
ficials. Arlington Downs opens, for 33 days of 


racing, on October 22, with a purse distribution 
slightly above $200,000. 


EPSOM DOWNS HANDICAP 

With Biography (118) to set a stiff pace, and 
Woodlander (116) to come from behind in the 
drive, the Butsey Hernandez entry finished first 
and third in the Epsom Downs Handicap ($1,500 
added, 3-year-olds and up, 14% miles) at Epsom 
Downs October 17.

VANDERBILT BUYS PIMLICO STOCK 


Rumors of general improvements and changes 
to be made at Pimlico before next spring’s meet- 
ing, which have circulated for some time, found 
a firm point of attachment October 16, when it 
became known that Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt 
had purchased a block of stock in the Maryland 
Jockey Club from Matthias L. Daiger, who has 
for many years been secretary and general man- 
ager at Pimlico. Mr. Vanderbilt refused to talk 
of Mr. Daiger’s plans; Mr. Daiger refused to dis- 
cuss Mr. Vanderbilt’s affairs. Resultant certain- 
ties were consequently few. Actual facts were, 
first, that Mr. Vanderbilt had bought an undis- 
closed amount of Mr. Daiger’s stock, that he was 
not certain he had bought all of Mr. Daiger’s 
stock, that he was sure he did not have enough 
to make up a majority interest, that he believed 
control of the track rested with Robert J. Walden, 
of Middleburg, Md., present vice-president of the 
Maryland Jockey Club. Mr. Daiger denied re- 
ports that he had resigned from his newly ap- 
pointed position as treasurer of the organization, 
said he had no intention of resigning. Only 
change officially announced in Pimlico’s manage- 
ment was a minor one from the point of view 
of racing patrons—that the concessions formerly 
operated by the club itself would be in the hands 
of Harry M. Stevens, Inc., of New York.

EFORE the beginning of E. J. Tranter’s fall 

sales at Lexington, it was generally accepted 
that the market would be found quite strong, 
that prices would run higher than in any year 
since 1929. When the sale opened Monday of 
this week, it became apparent that no one had 
overestimated the strength of the market. With 
bidders from Texas and California vying with 
those of the North and East for the best stock 
offered, Auctioneer Doc Bond found himself in 
the midst of a crowd more eager for breeding 
stock than any which has sat at the ringside in 
Lexington in years. 

During the first three sessions there were sold 
217 horses for $204,475, average $942.28. The 
total money for the first three sessions was more 
than was paid for the entire 459 head sold at 
Lexington last November ($203,830). The follow- 
ing table shows the distribution of money in the 
various categories, with comparative averages 
for the entire 1935 sale:

MONDAY MORNING, OCTOBER 19, 1936 


ROM the time the first horse was led into 

the ring on the opening morning of the 
sales, the strength of the market was evident. 
The first consignment was that of Willis Sharpe 
Kilmer, a group of 24 mares. The first one 
offered was Highdine, a ,beautiful individual by 
High Time, in foal to Sun Beau. After spirited 
bidding she was knocked down at $3,500 to Henry 
Knight, who is now stocking his Almahurst 
Farm near Lexington with high-class brood- 
mares. One other mare in the consignment 
reached $3,500; this was Sun Tweed, a young 
daughter of *Sun Briar in foal to Neddie. The 
entire Kilmer consignment of 24 mares brought 
$28,250, average $1,177.08. 

Largest consignment of the morning was that 
of the estate of H. Teller Archibald, dispersing 
the Archwood Manor Stud. The 30 head, including 
mares, weanlings, yearlings, and the stallion 
Dark Hero, brought $33,125, average $1,104.17. 
Dark Hero, whose first foals are now 3-year-olds, 
went to Thomas B. Cromwell, agent for an un- 
announced buyer, for $2,000. Top price of this 
sale was $7,000, paid by Warren Wright’s Calu- 
met Farm for the former good race mare Candy 
Queen, in foal to Dark Hero. 


The seven horses in the consignment of the 
Warm Stable brought $16,600, average $2,371.43. 
The top price of the session, and of the sales 
to date, was included in this group. Coldstream 
Stud, Lexington, bid $10,100 to get My Tide, 
9-year-old mare by My Play, apparently barren. 
My Tide is dam of Gillie. The stallions The Nut 
and Epithet were sold. Harry S. Hart, bidding

MONDAY EVENING, OCTOBER 19 


RINCIPAL consignments of the first session 
exclusively for yearlings, that of the night of 
October 19, were those of Old Hickory Farm 
(Phil T. Chinn) and Audley Farm (B. B. Jones). 
Colonel Chinn sold 22 head for $16,525, average 
$751.94. At the Lexington sales last November 
Colonel Chinn sold 34 head for an average of 
$664.70. The Audley group consisted of 19 year- 
lings which brought $14,625, average $769.74, not 
including two partnership offerings. W. B. Miller’s 
Greenwich Stud received $6,625 for seven year- 
lings, average $946.43, as compared with an aver- 
age of $836.11 for seven yearlings sold in 1935. 
As at the morning sale, the highest prices were 


paid for stock offered by the Warm Stable of Ar- 
nold Hanger and the late Silas B. Mason. The 
highest price paid for a yearling was $4,600, 
which Mr. Hanger bid for a splendid-looking, in- 
bred chestnut colt by The Nut (grandson of Fair 
Play) out of My Tide (granddaughter of Fair 
Play). Charles S. Ainsworth, of Detroit, was the 
runner-up in the bidding. Mr. Ainsworth bought 
another of the Warm Stable yearlings, a *Bull 
Dog filly, for $2,000. Morris Vehon, of Chicago, 
sitting at the ringside with his trainer, Jake Low- 
enstein, bought the other yearling, a Victorian 
filly, for $2,100. The three head brought $8,700. 

The night’s total for 80 yearlings was $73,275, 
average $915.94. Including the 10 yearlings sold 
in the morning, the total for 90 head was $83,175, 
average $924.17. The average for the 79 year- 
lings sold on the first evening of the sales last 
year was $597.78.

T the morning sale of October 20 there were 

sold 70 head, mostly broodmares, for $49,350, 
average $705. The quality of stock was not as 
high as that of the first day and there were few 
prices above the three-figure range. The highest 
price of the session was $3,500, paid by W. H. 
La Boyteaux, of New York, for War Dancer, a 
young Man o’ War mare in the Glen Riddle Farm 
group. The mare, like the $10,100 mare of the 
previous morning’s sale, was barren. Two mares 
reached $3,000. This price was paid by Charles 
Oliver for Skyblue Pink, one of the mares in the 
Poplar Hills Farm consignment of the estate of 
Henry Oliver, his father. The same figure was 
reached in the bidding on Exalted, a mare in the

The 14 horses in the Poplar Hill dispersal 
brought $12,275, average $876.79. The highest 
average of the session was made by the 15 Glen 
Riddle Farm mares, which brought an aggregate 
of $20,350, average $1,398.33. Brookmeade Farm 
sold 10 for $2,800, and Mrs. W. T. Anderson re- 
ceived $6,925 for nine head, average $769.44. The 
stallion *Grandace, included in the Anderson con- 
signment, went to John S. Wiggins, owner of 
Military Stock Farm in Bourbon County, Ken- 
tucky, for $1,000. 

The totals given above include one resale. Joe 
Houston, under the impression he was bidding 
on Nituma, bought *Respite II out of W. H. La 
Boyteaux’s Hop Creek Farms consignment for 
$150. When he discovered his error the mare 
was brought in again and knocked down for

JOHN M. CLANCY’S WINNERS

At his place in Louisville Mr. Clancy has the 
mares Dionis, by John P. Grier, and Monetary, 
by Cataract, both bred to *Monk’s Way. 


PIATT LEASES GOOD GOODS 

The current issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE carries 
an advertisement of the stud services of Mrs. 
Isabel Dodge Sloane’s Cavalcade. The 3-year- 
old champion of 1934 reached Brookmeade Farm, 
at Upperville, Va., early this week, entered the 
stallion barn which he shares with High Quest 
and Flag Pole. Brooms, which has been standing 
at Brookmeade Farm, has been sold to _ the 
Canadian sportsman, R. James Speers, and Good 
Goods, also to be sent to the stud in 1937, has 
been leased to Thomas Piatt, and will be shipped 
soon to Brookdale Farm, near Lexington. Psychic 
Bid, also retired and destined to enter the stud 
next spring, has not yet been placed. 


MYSTERY MAN’S FARM 
Eugene Lutz, Cincinnati turfman sometimes 
referred to by sports writers as “The Mystery 
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Man,” has formed a partnership with Walter 
Grant, Cleveland business man, for the purpose 
of establishing a Thoroughbred breeding farm 
near the Thistle Down Park race track in the 
suburbs of Cleveland. They have purchased 
about 40 acres of land, and the nucleus of the 
stud will consist of Sun Idol and the mares Alma- 
dele, Mabel Hussey, Miss M. Lutz, Miss N. Con- 
lon, Sweet Thing, and Brown Gold. Sun Idol, 
winner of seven races at two, three, and four, is 
a well bred colt, foaled in 1932, by *Sun Briar— 
Dark Goddess, by *Traumer, second dam *Ha- 
thor by *Meddler. Mr. Lutz’s stable, now at 
River Downs being trained by William Lutz, a 
son, will be wintered at the farm. 


FOREIGN 


CESAREWITCH WINNER 40 TO 1 


ORE important to England’s bettors than to 

England’s breeders is the famed Cesare- 
witch Stakes (1,000 sovereigns added, 214, miles). 
Because of the long distance and the extreme 
range of the handicap (from 91 pounds up), the 
Cesarewitch offers a peculiarly difficult challenge 
to the speculator, and together with the Cam- 
bridgeshire, its short-distance counterpart, it is 
the vehicle for a vast amount of wagering. The 
ninety-eighth running, feature of a rainy day 
at Newmarket Wednesday, October 14, made 
news chiefly through the associated betting 
transactions. 


In the final call-over of odds in London the 
night before the race, Sydney Freeman’s Fet, a 
5-year-old Son-in-Law gelding, was 40 to 1. By 
the time the horses went to the post the follow- 
ing afternoon Fet had been backed down to 10 
to 1. Fet had been assigned the minimum weight 
of 91 pounds, and at the time the handicap was 
made his record suggested that he deserved no 
more. Under the ownership of H. Hedges, who 
entered him in the Cesarewitch, he had won a 
selling handicap at Sandown Park early in Au- 
gust, and in the ensuing auction had been bought 
in at 200 guineas ($1,050). Late the same month 
he finished a strong second, beaten a head, in a 
race of a mile and seven furlongs and 65 yards at 
Nottingham, which gave him a fighting chance in 
the Cesarewitch. About the end of September 
Mr. Hedges sold him to Sydney Freeman, who ex- 
pected to make a steeplechaser of him. The sale 
was for £1,000, with a provision for an additional 
£1,000 if he won the Cesarewitch. Fet then 
gained a victory in a long-distance race at the 
Nottingham fixture, and his odds dropped as low 
as 20 to 1. However, he attracted little attention 
until the day of the race, when he was so heavily 
backed as to force his starting price down to 
10 to 1. 


The field of 24 horses ran well bunched for the 
first half of the 18 furlongs, but as the crowd 
saw them emerging from the murk for the final 
test a group of five horses had pulled out from 
the others. At the head of the smaller group 
was Fet. For the last six furlongs he led the 
way, finishing a neck in front of the 1935 win- 
ner, Sir Alfred Butt’s Near Relation (118), which 
had closed at 22 to 1. S. Chew-Hooper’s Grey- 
nam (98) was third, Solar Bear fourth, Hoplite 
fifth, Jack Tar sixth. Fet, ridden by Richardson, 
covered the distance in 3:53. Richardson had 
been booked to ride Queen's Shilling, but the lat- 
ter was scratched the day before the race. Ap- 


prentice Sprague, who was displaced when Rich- 
ardson was engaged, was paid the same fee as 
the actual winning jockey, according to Canadian 
Press dispatches. The only American starter in 
the race was Jesse Metcalfe’s Pluvier Dore. 


Fet’s career was quite without distinction until 
his victory in the Cesarewitch. He broke his 
maiden at four, and won no other race in that 
season. He is by Son-in-Law, England’s most 
distinguished sire of stayers in many years. His 
dam, Valda, is a daughter of *Stefan the Great, 
which is responsible for his grey coat. The sec- 
ond dam is Valesa, by Valens out of Baronesa, by 
Gallinule. The fourth dam, Melinda, by Melton, 
is also the fourth dam of King Saxon, outstanding 
American sprinter. 


FOREIGN NOTES 


- Entries for the Ascot Gold Cup to be run 
June 17, 1937, may be made until December 15. 

Lady Granard’s En Fraude, daughter of 
Pharos and Aude, by Clarissimus, won the Prix 
Herod, worth 100,000 francs (about $6,600 at 
that time), for 2-year-olds, at the Trembaly 
course in France September 26.

*Ksar, was second. Joseph E. Widener’s Victrix, 
by *Kantar, was fourth, and Star of Persia, 
owned by Pearl White, heroine of old-time thud 
and blunder cinema serials, was third. Aude, 
dam of the winner, is out of Quoi?, by Chut, 
next dam *Quarantaine, by Sea Sick. *Quaran- 
taine, foaled in 1915, was brought to America by 
Walter J. Salmon and produced the famous 
jumper Battleship, now in England for a try 
at the Grand National of 1937. 


EXPERIMENTAL FARM CONSIDERED 


FEW members of the American Thorough- 

bred Breeders Association met on the morn- 
ing of Saturday, October 17, in the club house at 
Keeneland, new Lexington track, and considered 
reports on the proposal, first made at the annual 
meeting at Saratoga in August, that the associ- 
ation sponsor the establishment of a farm and 
laboratory for research and investigation of dis- 
eases of the horse. After the discussion, presided 
over by John Hay Whitney, president of the 
association, it was decided that further study 
of the situation was indicated, and Mr. Whitney 
appointed a committee to proceed with the work. 
The committee is composed of A. B. Hancock, 
chairman, Walter M. Jeffords, and Admiral Cary 
T. Grayson, with President Whitney and Secre- 
tary-Treasurer L. A. Beard as members ex 
officio. 

Thomas P. Cooper, dean of the University of 
Kentucky College of Agriculture and head of 
Kentucky Agricultural Experiment Station at 
Lexington, invited to appear before the meeting 
with Dr. W. W. Dimock, head of the department 
of animal pathology at the university, sug- 
gested that the association establish, or help to 
establish, a foundation, the funds from which 
would be administered through the experiment 
station, and stated that such an arrangement 
could be made without technical difficulty. Under 
such a scheme, he pointed out, it would be pos- 
sible for the association to begin with a com- 
paratively small expenditure and _ gradually 
build up its equipment and personnel around 
those already existent at the university. Addi- 
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tional acreage to care for experimental horses 
would be necessary, he stated. 

Major Beard stated that he had had some 
corresponcence with the staff of the veterinary 
school at the University of Pennsylvania with 
regard to the establishment of an experimental 
farm in connection with that institution. Because 
of the complicated nature of the problem and 
also because of the different possibilities offered, 
it was decided that it would be necessary to 
make a more thorough study before taking 
definite action. 

Present at the meeting were, besides Mr. 
Whitney, Major Beard, Dean Cooper, and Dr. 
Dimock, were Hal Price Headley, Barry Shannon, 
Thomas Piatt, Thomas Carr Piatt, Hugh Fon- 
taine, Walter M. Jeffords, Lucas B. Combs, and 
J. A. Estes. 


BAR SINISTER, REVERSE ENGLISH 


OME time ago Mrs. James Shand, prominent 

English owner of Thoroughbreds, decided to 
send her colt Thankerton to the United States 
for the 1937 renewal of the $100,000 added Santa 
Anita Handicap. She made arrangements for 
Trainer Gerald R. Armstrong to train the horse 
in America and for Michael Beary, one of Eng- 
land’s most capable jockeys, to ride him. An- 
nouncement was made that Thankerton would 
be left at Belmont Park for some time before 
being shipped across the continent to Santa 
Anita Park. Mrs. Shand and her husband were 
to come to America to see the colt race. 

One very important matter apparently had 
escaped the attention of Mrs. Shand. Thanker- 
ton, a colt with enough class to finish third in 
the 1936 Derby at Epsom and second to Taj 
Akbar in the Chester Vase and to win the Jersey 
Stakes at Ascot, is by Manna out of the great 
race mare and producer Verdict, whose 4-year- 
old foal, Quashed, beat Omaha in the Ascot Gold 
Cup this year. Verdict is not eligible for regis- 
tration in England’s General Stud Book, nor are 
any of her foals. They are registered only in 
Prior’s Half-Bred Stud Book. 

Under The Jockey Club’s rules of racing, No. 
59 and No. 64, all horses must be registered with 
The Jockey Club before they can race under the 
jurisdiction of that body. And there is no pro- 
vision for registering a half-bred with The Jockey 
Club in America. Thus, England’s half-breds are 
as effectively barred from American racing as 
America’s Thoroughbreds are barred from the 
General Stud Book (though not from English 
racing) by the so-called Jersey Act. 

Apparently some mountain-moving will have 
to be done before Thankerton gets a chance at 
the Santa ‘Anita Handicap. 


DOPE 


TWO TRAINERS SUSPENDED 

HE Illinois Racing Commission announced 

indefinite suspensions, pending further hear- 
ings, against Trainers Jake Lowenstein and C. W. 
Tague, following the commission chemist’s report 
that horses saddled by them at Lincoln Fijelds 
had been stimulated with a morphine derivative. 
The ruling, announced October 15, announced 
that Ivory Tip, owned by Morris Vehon, of Chi- 
cago, and trained by Lowenstein, had been stimu- 
lated for its race on October 10. Sun X., which 
raced October 9, was the horse responsible for 
Tague’s suspension. Both horses won. 


A STUD FARM DIARY

OCTOBER 13. The weanling fillies are a trifle 
lonesome tonight inasmuch as they have been 
shipped to the upper farm, where they have gone 
into single stalls. The van was stalled for two 
horses abreast and two weanlings went into each 
stall. They had room enough and they helped 
brace each other. Only one gave us trouble, and 
she distinguished herself by squealing exactly 
like a hog while being loaded. One other showed 
all the kicking ability of a football played but 
a twitch settled her. We did not hurry them at 
all and the shipping of the 16 was without in- 
cident, the little ones unloading as easily as 
they went on. For a few brief moments I took 
time out from shipping to watch a couple of sets 
of yearlings get their first breeze in earnest. 
They looked mighty good to me, crying to run 
in most cases, but wisely restrained. 


OCTOBER 14. Vanned the weanling colts up to 
the training stable this afternoon and put them 
into their single stalls up there. They soon 
settled down to the new surroundings.

RIVER DOWNS 


T Miami last winter, J. E. Widener protested 

against calling every new 3-year-old race 
with a large purse a “‘derby,’”’ changed the name 
of Hialeah Park’s 3-year-old feature to the 
Flamingo Stakes. He might have protested, also, 
against the use of the word “downs” by about 
half of the major American tracks, apparently in 
imitation of Epsom Downs in England, or of 
Churchill Downs, at Louisville, where both imita- 
tions flourish best. A “downs,” as those who 
name race tracks apparently have forgotten, does 
not mean a race track, but a tract of open, tree- 
less upland, and most of the tracks using the 
name are situated in country as unlike the downs 
of England as their derbys are unlike the Derby 
at Epsom. 

Latest offender against the language is River 
Downs, which had been Coney Island (an imita- 
tion of New York’s Coney Island), until it went 
under new management during the past summer. 
October 17 marked the end of the first 15 days 
of racing there. The meeting, originally sched- 
uled to run for 27 days, was lengthened last week 
when an extension of six days was determined 
upon. Apparently very well supplied with horses, 
and doing well enough in the matter of patron- 
age, River Downs’ principal difficulty was with 
the racing strip itself. The track was resurfaced 
before the meeting, and silt from the Ohio River 
bed is reported to have been used as top soil. 
When dry, this made a fairly safe, if not a fast 
oval, but rain turned it into a bog, through which 
horses struggled at a pace little faster than that 
of a good trotter. On October 17, after heavy 
rains, the fastest last quarter of the day was 
run in 2945 seconds, with two as slow as 31 sec- 
onds. At Coney Island last summer, Clang set a 
world record of 1:09!5; for six furlongs. At 
River Downs last Saturday, winners were missing 
the track record by as much as 12 seconds. 


EAST HILLS HANDICAP 

Mrs. Kirby Ramsey’s Mucho Gusto (111), 
favorite at 17 to 10, tired slightly in the last 
eighth of the East Hills Handicap ($2,500 added, 
3-year-olds and up, 1 1-16 miles) at River Downs 
October 17, but nevertheless had no great diffi- 
culty in holding off H. W. and W. J. Young’s

LAUREL PARK 

N October 17, Laurel Park reached the half- 

way mark of its 25-day meeting The track 
was muddy, with the weather clear, whereas 
during the first week the track had been in fair 
condition, the weather consisting principally of 
a drizzling, misty rain. Despite disagreeable con- 
ditions, trains from Washington and Baltimore 
have continued to carry enough patrons to sup- 
port the meeting fairly well, and any sort of 
break in weather through the closing days will 
make the venture a profitable one. Fields, gen- 
erally, have been small, which is a disadvantage 
from a betting standpoint, but these also may be 
larger if weather conditions improve. 

Chief criticism of the meeting, from the 
patrons’ point of view, has been the way in 
which favorites have gone under. In 1935 Laurel 
Park's favorites won 43 per cent of the races, 
an unusually high percentage at a pari-mutuel 
track, where the public, rather than the layers, 
make the odds. Only about 27 per cent have 
succeeded this year, and disappointed bettors are 
writing indignantly ito Maryland newspapers 
about it. Weirdest suggestion of all came in a 
letter which Russell Oakes published in the Bal- 
timore Evening Sun, in which a race follower, 
after the rather ambiguous’ statement that 
“several long priced horses had won and have 
paid only 6 or 10 to 1,” spoke of the formation 
of a “bettors association” to investigate unform- 
ful racing. This attitude leaves the more 
thoughtful racing observer puzzled, again, over 
why the sporting public accepts upsets in foot- 
ball, baseball, polo, boxing,et al, as the inevitable 


consequence of sporting encounters, and wel- 
comes rather than deplores the uncertainty, but 
makes upsets in racing a matter for outcry and 
letters to the papers. 


TRIPLE ACTION WINS EASILY 

Although October 17 marked the second time 
J. W. Y. Martin had received the winner’s share 
of the purse of the Maryland Futurity ($5,000 
added, 2-year-olds bred and foaled in Maryland, 
six furlongs), it was the first time he had seen 
his silks finish first. In 1934 the race went to 
his Truly Yours, after the three-horse Labrot 
entry had been disqualified. The 1936 running 
was a clean-cut victory for Mr. Martin’s Triple 
Action (111), which came from slightly off the

Private contract to approved mares. Coldstream’s book of 25 mares is almost full. 


Coldstream was one of the fastest colts of recent years. At Churchill Downs May 4 
of his 2-year-old season he won by four lengths and set a new track record of :5225 for 
41. furlongs. He won the Bashford Manor Stakes by five lengths, five furlongs in :59%s. 
At Belmont Park May 5 he won easily, 4!» furlongs in :52. He finished fourth, beaten 
about a half-length, in the Juvenile Stakes, after being knocked back badly and forced 
to take up. He won the Hyde Park Stakes at Arlington Park after getting away in a 
very bad tangle and racing on the outside of a 19-horse field all the way. In the Arling- 
ton Futurity he was lying second at the turn when he ran out and lost all chance. In the 
Saratoga Special he was in close quarters, but dead-heated with Red Rain for first place. 
He was again unlucky in the Hopeful Stakes, and his chances were spoiled by a rough 
trip. At Belmont Park he won the Nursery Handicap, second division, six furlongs in 
1:1045 under 120 pounds. He was unplaced in the Futurity and Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes. At three, 1936, he finished third in the Clark Handicap, fourth in the Kentucky 
Derby, but bowed a tendon and pulled up very lame in the Suburban Handicap. His 
complete record: 17 starts, six wins, one second, two thirds, $17,650 won.
